WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Ei-Gcnemor 


Hubbard of Texas was appointed to be 
Minister to Japan by President Cleve- 
land in the early days of his administra- 
tion.

If half the stories told of him are true, 
the ex-Governor of Texns, -who now 
serves his country as Minister at the 
Court of the Mikado, must be a rum old 
chap. I hear that he nsked for a free 
passage for himself and family, seven 
persons in all, and free freight for bis 
household goods from Sim Francisco to 
Yokohama, on the Pacific Hail steamer, 
aud that this courtesy, representing 
more than $2,000, was giveu to him. 
At the dining-table he made free with 
the wine list, ordering unnterne of the 
best quality for breakfast, claret for 
lunch, aud champagne for diuner. 
In 


addition to this, as ha sat on the deck 
in the evening, or had a game at whist 
in the smoking-room, ha kept the stew- 
ards busy mixing stimulants and restor- 
atives, of which he generously invited 
those who sat in the sunshine of his 
presence to partake. At the end of a 
(reek, as usual, his vriue bill was pre- 
sented to him the same as the other 
passengers, but he refused to pay it on 
the ground that he was a guest of the 
company, and when the chief steward 
explained that the company held him 
responsible for all the wines, and de- 
ducted from hia salary the coat of every 
bottle that was not accounted for, Gov- 
ernor Habbard denounced him for his 
insolence and complained to the captain. 
The latter defended the steward, and 
said the bill must be paid, but it was not 
and baa never beea. The Governor did 
not order any more wines, and the only 
refreshments he had during the rest of 
the voyage were paid for by the other 
passengers. Upon the return of the 
steamer to San Francisco, the steward 
presented the American Minister's wine 
tickets to the superintendent of the 
company, Mr. Mosely, who forwarded 
them to the Board of Directors at New 
York, with a recommendation that the 
steward be relieved from the responsi- 
bility, which I understood was done.
